The work of organizing a lumtH>r 
trust Is iiiidcr wnj' and Is expected to 
jnit tile eiitliv white pine toriltory un¬ 
der n central and powerful control. 
There is nothing new or surprising in 
this for Socialists, but one fact about 
the move Is worth notiflg. That Is, 
that all the traveling men now work¬ 
ing for the white pine linns will be 
let out. The territory will lie divided 
u]i into selling districts and all busi¬ 
ness transacted at main ottices in each 
district. If It wnp<n"t so serious. It 
would lie Inughnblo to look on the 
lilight of these traveling men. ’lYavel- 
ing men ns a rule are loud talkers; 
their business makes them so, and as 
a rule they have very decided views 
against SiM/ialisni. Bet the average 
drummer get started on the subject 
.and .vou are sun- to hear a string of 
lircjudlees uttensl of almost intermin¬ 
able length. But. bluster as the.v will 
against Bticinlisin, the enpltnllstic sys¬ 
tem Is decimating their ranks with re¬ 
lentless certainty. If Is an illustration 
of the Imiiy of fate that the hanlest 
kickers against our movement are 
among the first to lie groiiml iiider 
liy the juggernaut car of the system 
they are so furiously defending! Of 
course. It may be said to scr.'e them 
right, hut individually they have our 
sviuiiathy. The.v are, however, paying 
the iH-nalty that ignorance has to pay 
the world over. It has come to be 
dangerous to lie Ignorant. To be ig- 
nonint of the conditions and tenden- 
ciea round about one, is to be nnpre- 
liared to meet conditions as they arise. 
Forewarned Is forearmtsL If the en¬ 
tire dispossessed iHsqde of this coun- 
tr.v vnderstixid Bot'ialism and the his¬ 
toric tendencies of the economic evolu¬ 
tion, they could In a twinkling so ad¬ 
just conditions that that development 
would not l>e retarded and yet they 
could live decent iind cultured lives 
and escaiie the misery and unworthl- 
u«>ss that now engulfs so many of ottr 
fellow beings. 


H. R. Calef. chairman of the Illinois 
State Board of Arbitration, makes the 
following statement relative to the 
miners' trouble at Vlrden: 

"Strictly speaking, there has been no 
strike at the mines in the Chicago and 
Alton sulKlIstrlct. of which the Vlrden 
mines are a part. The mines were 
simply shut down on the Ist of April 
by the operators, because, ns they 
clnlmetl, they could not pay the min¬ 
ing rate fixed by what is known as the 
Springfield scale. The suspension, 
therefore was due to a lockout, not a 
strike the Inltlatiwe having betm taken 
by the operators. The sqme statement 
applies to the situation at Tana. 

••It Is a fact, familiar to both oper¬ 
ators and miners, that at the February 
confer»?nee, at which the Springfield 
scale was agreed upon, Mr. Lnkens 
ojR'nlv iKitrsled that no matter what 
price should bt; fixed for his mines, the 
Chicago and Alton railroad would 
make such a reducfloii from the 
sflieiluled freight rates as would en¬ 
able him to successfully meet wmpeti- 
tors."

, We often hear iieople reiimrk: "Wlieu 
we had good llmeB," or ’’the good 
times after the War.” To tell the truth, 
we never hud good times. Wlml are 
gocsl times? Why, gcHnl limes are 
times when general prosiHrlty pre,- 
valN. when every man, woniuu ahd 
child has Justice; when lalior is not 
expluited, aud when iNilltieal aud eeo 
nouik-al liberty Is the lot of all. 

The following table from tlie United 
States (H^nsus Is a record of the aver¬ 
age wage rate from 1850 to 1880: 

The average wage In 1850 was .... $2'18 
The iivenige wage In 1800 was .... 292 
The average wage In 1870 was .... 310 
The average wage In 1880 was .... 340 

The above taiile represents the na¬ 
tion under both free silver and a gold 
standard. It also represents the 
Natiun under both high aud low tariCf. 
While wages have steadily risen since 
18.5*), In (iolliirs and cents, they have 
declined when measured liy the 
amount of work done. To Illustrate: 
From 1850 to 1880 our productivity In- 
<^01181^1 fivefold, that Is to say iu 
1880 the average worker In this coun¬ 
try could produce five times as much 
wealth as in 1800. If. then, wages had 
increased in proiortlon to our ability 
to increase production, the average 
wage in 1880 should have heeu $1,240 
a year. And in 1898, ineasureil In ex¬ 
actly the same way, our wages should 
average $1,984 a year. 

It Is estlmateil that we can produce 
eight times as much to-day as in 1850. 
hence the product is $1,984. More than 
one-liulf our lalior Is wiisli'd. You see, 
If we could eliminate the waste, and 
have what we produced, our product Is 
gn.>atly above $4,000 a year ns the 
average pay for every man and wom- 
nn. and this, too, with a work day 
retluced to not over four hours.

PLITFOEIOF THES.D.P. 

The Social Democratic Party of 
America declares that life, liberty and 
happiness for every man, woman and 
child are conditioned upon equal po¬ 
litical and economic rights. 

That private ownership of the means 
of production, and distribution of 
wealth has caused society to split Into 
two distinct classes with conflicting 
Interests, the small p^psesslng class of 
capitalists or exploiters of the labor 
force of others and the ever-increasing 
large dispossessed class of wage-work¬ 
ers, who are deprived of the socially- 
dne share of their product 

That capitalism, the private own¬ 
ership of the means of production. Is 
responslblle for the insecurity of sub¬ 
sistence, the poverty, misery and deg¬ 
radation of the ever-growing nlajority 
of onr people. 

That the aama economic forces 
which have prodneed and now Inten¬ 
sify the capitalist system will compel 
the adoption of Socialism, the collec¬ 
tive ownership of the means of prodne- 
tlon, for the common good and w^are, 
or result In the destruction of civiliza¬ 
tion. 

That the trade union movement and 
Independent political action are the 
chief emancipating factors of the 
working class, the one representing 
Its economic, the other Its political 
wing, and that both must co&perate 
to abolish the capitalist system of 
production and distribution. 

Therefore, the Social Democratic

6. Reduction of the hours- of labor in 
proportion to the Increasing facUltlea 
of production. 

6. The Inauguration of a system of 
public works and Improvements for the 
employment of a large number of the 
unemployed, the public credit to be 
utilized for that purpose. 

7. All useful Inventions to be free to 
all, the Inventor to be remunerated by 
the public. 

8. Lalwr legislation to be made na¬ 
tional Instead of local, and interna¬ 
tional where possible. 

5. National insurance of working peo¬ 
ple against accidents and lack of em¬ 
ployment and pensions In old age. 

10. Equal civU and political rights 
for women, and the abolition of all 
laws discriminating against women. 

11. The adoption of the Initiative and 
Referendum, and the right of recall of 
representatives by the voters. 

12. Abolition of war as far as the 
United States are concerned, and the 
introduction of International arbitra¬ 
tion instead. 

The Social Democratic Party of 
America does not hope for the estab¬ 
lishment of social order throngh the 
increase of misery, but on the contrary 
expects Its coming through the deter¬ 
mined. united efforts of the workers 
of both dty and country to gain and 
use the political power to that end.

'ritls statement mixes truth with un¬ 
truth. ’The first contention, 1. e., that 
our country Is slowly but surely de¬ 
graded to the level of a tributary prov¬ 
ince to foreign capitnlistN Is not true. 
On the contrary, our capitalists are 
making conquests In foreign countries. 
And If It were true, that would not 
iiiake much difference to the masses of 
tills country. ~ 

The sei-oud part of the statement Is 
true, altliough very i-omuiouplai-e. 
Trusts, syndicates and inono|(ulies an* 
rapidly couceiitratlDg the wealth of the 
country Into the liniids of a few and 
the uiasseH are lnii>UYerislied. 

But what Is the Pistple’s party going 
to do alsiut It? .Mr. .Si-hllliug does not 
say. He only says: 

”.-V largely increased vote for that 
ticket itlie l’o)iullHt) will uieaii success 
for the people against the exploiters in 

loop.” 

Can wi- believe this? 

What is the evidence? 'llie Popu¬ 
lists gut Into (tower in <|uite a niiniber 
of western and southern slates. M'liat 
have they done for the (H-ople against 
the exploiters? Whiit have they 
changed? 

Nothing. 

WHAT DID THEY GAIN? 

Did the earnings of the working peo- 
[tle In such states gel any larger? Did 
their cuuditlun Itecome more secure? 
Were they better . ilefeiKh-d against 
lack of employment and want in sick¬ 
ness, and in old age? 

No. 

Some nia.v claim the Populist is a 
farmers' party. Well and good. What 
has It.done fgr the fiiriiiers? Did the 
general standard of the farmers' living 
rise where the Populists got Into 
jtower? 

No. 

What did the Populists do for any- 
IxMly where the.v were in (tower? Did 
(Hthllc education grow more? Did puh- 
llc corruption grow less? 

Nothing of the sort. A new set of 
(tolUlciaiis got to the puhllc crib. 
Some of them did not steal. Others 
did. Some of them did not take brllH-s. 
Others did. 

There Is the state of Kansas, the fos¬ 
ter mother of Populism, for Instance. 
The I’opullsts hold full sway in Kan¬ 
sas. but the rank and tile of the party 
cries out tlint the Populist rule Is even 
more corru()t titan the Republlcuii. 

The same e.\(HTlence was. repeulMl 
everywhere. The same ex()erlence wi- 
had in Milwaukee when Mr. Schilling's 
Union Labor parly got Into (tower In 
the county In 1886. Now, how can an 
Increased vote for the Populist ticket, 
how can a Poftnllst victory help the 
masses? But. says Mr. Schilling: 

"Po()iillst8 have left the .raonoiHtly 
(tartles, not for (tersonal aggrandize¬ 
ment, but to advauce principles of pro¬ 
gress and reform and they have proved 
themselves to Ite personally dlsluter- 
estetl and unselBsb by repeatedly sur¬ 
rendering lio()es of personal preferment 
for the common good.” 

RECORDS AS OFFICE SEEKERS. 

Where have they proved to be so? 
Where? History falls to rword a sin¬ 
gle case where a Populist could really 
get an office of' ''honor, trust or profit.” 
end did not take It. There were only a 
few real good chances In Milwaukee. 
But did Mr. Henry Smith ever miss 
any? Neither the Republican nor the 
Democratic party can boast of a ntun 
who held as many olfices as did Mr. 
Henry Smith. His name was on iil- 
most every ticket In this city the Popu¬ 
lists ever put up, and on a good many 
tickets iK'fort?, The same may Ite said 
of the city attorney, Mr. Carl Ruiige, 
who started oillce holding In Sheboy¬ 
gan when young. And how about Mr. 
Sehtlling himself? He Is now running 
for congress for the third time. Once 
he ran ns a Popo-Demoerat. He was 
also a candidate for alderman, etc. 
"Surrendering ho(tes of (tersonal pre¬ 
ferment”! Ye Goids! That some Mil¬ 
waukee Pops were not over-anxious to 
get a nonilnatioii as long as that party 
stood alone and as long as It did not 
have a show of winning an election. Is 
natural enough for (Kdltlclans. The 
case looked tllfferent when "fusion" 
set In. Then the Populist party 
formed the back door for many a poli¬ 
tician of small caliber to sneak Into 
oIBce. The Populist way was the 
easier way. The standard required 
was not as high as in other parties, 
as the cases of Carl Runge and others 
prove, not to mention the numerous 
lesser reformers who “got In” as gar- 
Iwge.insfioctors. clerks, etc. 

These “repeatedly surrendered hopes 
of personal preferment” luive been In 
the market often, and the gdod Popn- 


lists realized on them at the rate of 
lU to 1. 

Mr. Schilling would not admit this 
though. According to bis address: 

“Two years ago the Democrats stood 
on the phitform almost as advanced as 
that of the Popuists’ and our party 
(I. e. the Populist) cheerfully and will¬ 
ingly lent its aid and fought shoulder 
to shoulder with the reform Democ¬ 
racy against the most fearful cumMuu- 
tlons of bankers, bondholders, etc.” • 

DEMOCRATS TWO YEARS AGO. 

Where did the Democrats of Wiscon¬ 
sin stand two years ago? In 1896 the 
platform of the Democratic party of 
Wisconsin dwlared for the single gold 
standard, 1. e., for the bankers and 
boudhoUh rs, to use Mr. Schilling's lan- 
guage. But Mr. Schilling and the 
Potiullsts of Wisconsin fused with the 
Democrats all the same two years ago. 
And Mr. KolR>rt Schilling even did run 
for congress on the ticket of a (tarty 
that had declared In Its state platform 
against "silver” and for "the bankers 
and the money lenders.” 

This year the Democratic state‘plat¬ 
form sa.vs literally "we declare our 
firm devotion to the Democratic (trlnci- 
ples as euunclaletl In the Uhleago [dat- 
form of 1.H96." And to all this have 
the Democrats added that new, great 
and only remedy against all Ills, from 
corns to whutqting coiigli—the referen- 
dtiiii. 

But Mr. Sehilliug and his party will 
not sa()(M>rt It. M'liy? It enni.ot 1 h‘ the 
(ihitforin. If the ‘'Po()s'' sii(i(Kirted the 
Democriiilc (tarty In M'lsoonslu two 
years ago on a platform whieli was for 
the "gold standard" In the state and 
for the "silver standard” iintlonallv. 
and .Mr. Sehilliug is still calling that 
platforiii almost as adviineiij as that 
of till- I*o(>ulists—In which 1 concur— 
then the Po(ts ought surely this tlm«> to 
snttport the Demoeratle (tarty, when 
Its (tlatforin is all "silver" and the 
referendum. 

.Still Mr. S<-hilling and his ropullsts 
will not KU(t(Mirt It. He sa.vs something 
alxtut "glittering genernllties" aqil 
"gitld hugs” and ''money (tower.” anil 
altout his iniention to kill the Dem<t- 
cratlc (tarty. But he diR-s not give ; 
the reason why. M’e will tell the rea- j 
son. 

WHY SHILIANt; KATES DE.MO- 
t'HATS. 

It Is slni(tly because the Demoeratle 
(tarty has refused to "fuse" with them. 
It Is a case of "the gra(tes being too 
sour." The "Po(is” were willing 
'.‘Hough to fuse. Their ' (toitr mist r- 
altle stale cuuveution was held 
as ait n|t(teniliige to the Democratic 
state citnvciitlon. The "Pops" coit- 
vened. a(t(tolute(l a trading commitlci- 
and then walti-il. They reconvened, 
and then waitt-tl again. They waited 
for the Demoeratle convention “to dit 
something.” And Mr. Schilling was 
especially a willing "waiter." M'us he 
«tger to fuse'/ lie said so himself 
in the l‘(t(tiilist eonvention after the 
Democrats had ado(ilcd their (tlal- 
forni. The fiislttn came t<t naught 
only hei-ause tlie DemiRTatlc state 
convention refused to ratify the "bar¬ 
gain" made tty its bargain oomnilttee. 
The (trice (lald by that committee 
speiucd to he out (tf ()ro(Ktrllou lit the 
few votes the "Po(ts'' had to sell. 

That Is the reason why Mr. Schilling 
now hates the Democratic party of the 
state of Wisconsin. He was uiagiiuni- 
nious. though, .\ftcr being re(telleii 
In the state convention, Itc was will¬ 
ing to forgive and forget and fuse in 
the county. He said he had ninny 
friends among the DenioiTats of Mil¬ 
waukee* and that lie was willing to ac- 
eommodatp tliem. And, therefore, his 
bargain commlttiR* did hard reform 
work with the bargain coiiiinittce of 
Deiiioernls. But the "crushing iiio- 
nopolistic curse” on the Democrats! 
They were willing to give some hungry 
"Pops" a little "(lai)" In the court¬ 
house, hut they would not and could 
not ()Ut u(> Mr. Boh Sehilliug for Con- 
gre.ss again. 

So it Is not the (ilatfurm after all 
th(il Is at fault, but It Is because Mr. 
Schilling was not put on It. 

Says .Mr. Schilllug furthermore: 

"If the Democrats had not adopted 
that progresslvt* plntform In Chicago 
In 1896 the party would be practically 
dead to day—the Populists would 
have carried most of the southern 
states, and there is no national Demo¬ 
cratic party without the South." 

POPULISTS E.XLST FOR FUSION 
ONLY. 

What difference did any plntform 
make to the Populists of the country, 
anyhow? None, whatever. The Pop¬ 
ulist party from Its very bi-ginnlng 
seemed to exist for ‘'fusion” only. As 
a rule it fused with the Republicans 
down South and with the Democrats 
up North. But there were some ex¬ 
ceptions to this rule, the Populists 
fusing with both. . There was a time 
when the Socialists of Milwaukee 
hope<1 that the People’s party might 
develop Into a Socialist party, and 
therefore they Joined It. and by sheer 
force they kept It from "fusing” for a 
little while. It was a bad Job, and 
the Socialists had to give It up. The 
Populists fused. Their latest fusion 
was In Georgia, where they fused 
with the BepuWlcans. 1. e., with the 
“white carpet baggers” that control 
the negro vote down South. May be 
that recent fusion took place because 
the Populists wanted to introduce the 
referendum for the enlightened negro 
voters of Georgia; or may be they 
fused In order to get the negro votes 
in chunks from the “carpet baggers;’’ 
St any rate, they were “licked out of 


their boots,” as the southern phrase 
goes. But Mr. Schilling thinks that 
If the Democrats had not adopted that 
great and progressive Chicago plat¬ 
form with the wonderful 16 to 1 sil¬ 
ver plank, then the progressive ne¬ 
groes of the South would have sweirt 
the Democratic (larty out of existence. 
Weft, that might have hap|>eued. The 
southern negroes still believe In hoo¬ 
doo worship, aud they might finally 
also worship the 10 to 1 hoodoo. 

Mr. Schilling bates the Demoeratle 
party, but be thinks he must prove 
that he did not get any money from 
the Republicans this time by giving 
them 11 "dig” also. This is what he 
says: 

''Republicanism politically means 
fanaticism, bigotry and prejudice.” 

Now, this at the best would be the 
remark of an iguornmtis who wants 
to say something telling aud does not 
know what. A party that has (tolled 
over 6,600,000 votes In this enlight¬ 
ened republic means simply “fauati- 
clsm, bigotry and prejudice polit¬ 
ically,” according to Sehilliug. If that 
be the case, where Is the usefulness' 
of the "refereudoiu'?”

The Deniuerntie (tarty, as It is con¬ 
stituted now, rettresents the (ieo(tle 
who si‘e the danger of the concentra¬ 
tion of eu(titul, and who want to go 
back to the "good (tld time'' wben 
tliere was no prctdiictiou on a large 
scale, when everylKHly had a chance 
in life, aud ‘'eoni(tetltl(tn was the life 
of trade.” 'llie Democratic (tarty, 
therefore. Is not conservative, It Is re- 
actlctiiary. 

The l’u(>ullsts virtually want the 
same thing as the Democratic (tarty, 
itnly the.v call It "reform." Here and 
there are some Po(tulist wnrhorses 
wlnt wjinted (tttice and did not get It. 
They like t<t (lanide a string of Soclal- 
Istically situuding (thrases that fit 
them aliout as well a a string of pearls 
would a <-<tw. Their main Issue Ls the 
chea[t nione.v Issue. This issue the 
P'tpullsts have in common with the 
most reactionary atid most liberty-hat¬ 
ing party of the civilized world, the 
Gitiuiui Junker Partel. Th-it (mrty 
wants chea(t money In order to throw- 
off the debts of the German uohllity. 
and to cheapen labor—as the party- 
leader. Count Kanitz, with brutal 
frankness, admitted In a 8(>eeoh in the 
German Reiehstag. But the real Is¬ 
sue of onr friends, the Populists, are 
the “(lolitical johg." Whenever they 
get tbeiii their cry for ‘‘reform’’ 8to'(is. 
and the ea(>itulists have no reason to 
eom(ilain. tYhen they do not get them 
they curse the "money (tower" ainl 
want a (tarty (tf "their own." 

The Only progressive (tarty is the 
Social Demttcratlc (tarty, which alms 
at the fiiudamtiital change itf the 
present system. The Siteial Demo¬ 
cratic party does not rave about the 
trusts aud cor{><tratious. It sees that 
they are the h*glthunte outettiue of 
com(tetlthtu. They would not any¬ 
more decry corporations than the 
teething of a child, which Is also <»n- 
uected with un[tlcasaut phenomena. 
The trusts, combines, etc., signify n 
sle[t forward in civilization, while cR‘r- 
rnlnly not the most advanced stet*. 
.Yiid the Social Democratic party hoI<L< 
that the (treseut system is quickly out¬ 
living its iiseftiluess and that It Is rap¬ 
idly working out its owu downfall. 
But the next ste() will not be backward 
to C()ni()etltlou. It will Im* forward t<» 
Socialism. 

I'lierefore we say: .Vuy man who 
Is satisti(‘d with the general state of 
things as they are. and wants to up¬ 
hold them, should vole the Re(>ulfiicaii 
ticket. .\ny niau who wants the 
wheel of progress Btop(H>Aaud the i‘Co- 
nonile evolirthm turned backward 
should vote the I)t‘moerntlc ticket.

“My imsltlou has been from the be¬ 
ginning, .and I am now more posit IVe 
In that posltiun, emphatically against 
the importation of lul>or into Illinois, 
not from the southern states alone, 
but from all other states, liecause such 
a pernicious system, as 1 have said be¬ 
fore, necessarily brings to *>ur state 
and dumps uiain society an unde- 
slruble class of citizens, and I do not 
projKise, If I can help It, that the state 
of Illinois shall lie usikI us a dumping 
ground for th > criminal and Idle 
classes of other countries or other 
•States. 

“If our state olTers better Induce¬ 
ments to labor than cun Ik- found else¬ 
where we will welcome all comers. If 
they come in the ordinary way, and If 
these ndne owners mentioned at Vlr¬ 
den. and I’nna will abandon the idea 
of ImrHjrtlng labor and tlesire to oji- 
ernte their mines, I will, as governor, 
give them all the protection that Is 
guarantecHl to me by the constitution 
and laws of Illinois. If one, two or 
three or even large numbers come to 
otir state in the proper order and In 
the ordinary way. BC*eklng honest em¬ 
ployment. iuid the mine owners see fit 
to employ them, 1 will give them all 
the protection necessary to peacefully 
operate their ndnes. 

VIRHEN UO.MPAXV A.\ Ol'TLAW. 

‘Tlowever, in the Vlrden case that 
company has been an outlaw-that is, 
an Intentional outlaw—from the very 
moiment It conceived the Idea of Im¬ 
porting labor, us is evldenceil by the 
fact that It employed an agent to go to 
one or more of the southern states, 
.\lnbuina In particular, and '’T false 
reijresentatlons ilelude the negroes to 
coiiie up herc.iiy promising them entic¬ 
ing wages and without advising them 
of the condltloiis that e.xisiin! In the 
netghliorhuod of the mines, leading 
them to iH-lleve that they could peace¬ 
fully enter the nelghliorhood and work 
in the mines without opposition. 

"In this way they induced some l.'iO 
meu to cxime to Illinois, and loadtsl 
them on a train ns so many cattle, pro¬ 
viding them transportation in bulk, 
locking the doors and making iirison- 
ers of them and feeding them as stock. 
To acc’ompnny that train these mine 
owners and managers had |irocured 
the services of a detective agency In 
.St. Ixiuls, which furnished them with 
an armed guard made up of men from 
Missouri. Kansas, the city of Chicago 
ami other places, experts In the use of 
firearms, and furnished thdm with 
Winchesters. 

STATE 1NV.\1>ED HV AK.MEI) MEN 

"These were the armed outlaws who 
invadt>d Illinois last Wetlnesday, com¬ 
ing into our state as an army, lui 
armed mob, which was a menace to 
the peace and dignity of the state and 
an absolute violation of law—as, for 
Instance, no governor attempts to 
move his troops across another state 
without first obtaining the consent of 
the executive of such state to do so. 

"Had I been apprised of the coming 
of this train I should have met It at 
the state line with the national guard 
and disarmed and made prisoners of 
everyone bearing arms, but this army, 
using the Chicago and .Alton railroad 
ns a fort, proceedeil to Vlrden and 
there precipitated a riot, which re¬ 
sulted in the loss of vwelve lives and 
the wounding of thirty or forty peo¬ 
ple. 

“Tlie company had also built around 
It's pniperty a fort or stockade, similar 
to those used In the South, where they 
operate their mines with convict la¬ 
bor. This I consider In Itself a 
menace to pence and gootl order and 
a reflection upon the community in 
which It Is erected. 

“In that stockade or fort It pro- 
vhbHl towers, high altove the fort, 
where men with guns were Htatione<l 
and during the riot shot down de¬ 
fenseless people. 

ANOTHER .AR.MY IN THE FORT. 

“In this fort, I nm now advised 
(I was not aware of It before),, this 
company had anotlier army of.flOy or 
sixty of the same Irresponsible class, 
not dtlzens of Macoupin county, and 
perhaps a majority of them not citi¬ 
zens of Illinois, armed with Winches¬ 
ters, with which they also opened 
fire upon the defenseless people the 
very moment the train pulled Into the 
depot and before It reached the stock¬ 
ade. 

“I therefore charge the owners and 
managers of this company as being 
lawbreakers and morMly and crimi¬ 
nally responsible for the bloodshed 
and disgrace to our state, and I fur¬ 
ther charge every man in their em¬ 
ploy. as such detective or guard in 
the stockade or on the train, who par¬ 
ticipated in this fiendish outrage, as 
guilty of murder, who should and, I 
believe, will be indicted by the grand 
Jury of Maepupin county and tried for 
murder. 


Labor Representation 


I suggest to you, John, that you 
should Join a Socialist society .and help 
to get others to Join, and that you 
should seud Socialist workers to all 
representative bodies. 

The Socialist tells you that you are 
men, 't'Uh men's rights, and with 
men's capacities for all that is good 
Hud great—and you hoot him and call 
him a liar and a fool. 

The imlltlclau despises you, declares 
that all your sufferings are due to 
your own vices, that you are incapa¬ 
ble of managing your own affairs, and 
that If you were Intrusted with free- 
iloiu and the use of the w(>nlth you 
create you would degenerate luto a 
lawless uiub of drunken loafers, and 
you cheer him until you are luwrse. 

The ]K)lltlcinii tells you that his party 
Is the iK'ople’s party, and that he Is 
the man to defend your interests, and 
ill spite of all you know of his con¬ 
duct lu the past, you believe him. 

The Socialist bc-gs you to forth a 
parly of your own, uud to do your 
work .voiirsclf, and you write him 
down a knave. 

To la- a Trade Unionist and fight for 
.vouv class during a sttike, and to be 
a Democrat or a Republican and fight 
against .vour class at an election Is 
folly. During a strike there are no 
Republicans or Democrats among the 
strikers; they are all workers. .Vt 
eliadlon times there are no workers; 
only Republicans and Democrats. 

During ail election then' are Rejiiilv 
llcaii and Democratic capitalists, and 
all of them arc friends of the workers. 
During a strike tlu're are no Republi¬ 
cans and no Democrats among the em¬ 
ployers. They arc all capitniists and 
eiieiules of the workers. Is there any 
logic 111 you. John Smith? Is there 
any perception In you? Is there any 
•selist III you? 

You never elect an employer as 
pn-sldeiit of a Trades Council: or. as 
ch.'iirinan of a TYndo Union Congress; 
or as nicinlicr of a Trade Unloii? You 
never ask an employer to lend you -lurT 
lug a strike. But at election times, 
wlicii yon ought to stand by your 
class, tile whole body of Trade Union 
workers turn into blacklegs, and fight 
fur the cn]iltnllst and against the 
workers. 

1 know that many of these party 
politicians are very plausible meu, aud 
that they protest very eIo<iueutly that 
their party really means to do well for 
the Workers.' But to tbi>se protdsts 
there Is one unniiswemble reply. Evcti 
If these men are ns honest and ns 
zealous as they pretend to be, I sup- 
|s),se you an- not gullible enough to 
iiell^ve that they will do your work 
ns 'Veil ns you can do It yourselves. 

I say to you then, onee more, John 
Smith, that the most practical thing 
yoti can do Is to erase the words Re- 
pnlilicaii aud Democrat from your vo- 
cabularly. write Social DetnotTiit In the 
place iitul resolve that henceforward 
you will eh'ct only Inisir representa¬ 
tives. and s<‘e that they do their duty. 

I think that the best way to realize 
Socialisp.i Is—to make Socialists. I 
have always mnintalnetl that If we 
can once get the people to understand 
bow tniicli they are wronged we may 
safely leave the reinetly In their own 
bunds. 

Go out Into the streets of nny big 
town, and use your eyes. John. What 
do you find? You find some rich and 
Idle, wnstltig uneniiieti e'calth to their 
own shame and Injuty, and the shame 
and Injnty of others. You find hard¬ 
working people packed away In vile, 
unhealthy stretds. You find little chil¬ 
dren fnmishetl. dirty, and half naked 
outside the luxurious clubs, shops, 
hotels and theaters. Y'ou find men and 
women overworked and underpahl. 
You find vice and want and disease 
eliwk by Jowl with religion and cul¬ 
ture and wealth. You find the usur»*r, 
the gambler, the fop, the fiauikln tine 
lady, ami you find the starveling, the 
slave, the vagrant, the drunkgrd aud 
the harlot. 

Cast your fortunes with the Social 
Democratic Party of America. It Is 
the only party of the workers. Its Is¬ 
sues are workingmen's is.sues. Be- 
wnre of glib fellows who talk free sil¬ 
ver and money and tax reform. It 
Isn't reform we want, John, it Is a 
change in the present robber system, 
so you can live like a man. .Tolin. and 
hold your head up as proudly as any 
other man in the entire land. Espe¬ 
cially beware of so-calle<l people's 
parties that are run by men who are 
constnntlv trading with the capitalist 
parties—the Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic parties. They will sell you out 
before your very eyes and laugh be¬ 
hind your back to think how slick 
they d.d it. Go to the polls as a 
worker. John, and vote as a worker. 
And above all. be sure you vote a 
Social Dcinocmtic Party ticket. Oth¬ 
erwise you will be throwing your vote 
, away.

“Is it uothiag to you!” 

Now, John Smith, 1 want to say a 
few words to you on the subject of 
Lalwr Representation. I’he old strug¬ 
gles have been for iiolltical emanci¬ 
pation. The coming struggle will be 
for iudustrial emancipation. We want 
America for the .Americans. We want 
the fruits oT labor for thosi' wiio pro¬ 
duce them. This Issue Is not an Issue 
between Republicans and Democrats, 
It- is an Issue lietweeu Laborers and 
Capltnllsls. Neither of the Political 
Parties Is of nny use to the workers, 
because both the Political Parties are 
paid, officered and led by capitalists 
wiiose interests are opiiosed to the in¬ 
terests of the workers. The Socialist 
laughs nt the pretended friendship of 
Republican and Democratic or Popo- 
cratlc leaders for the workers. These 
party politicians do not lu the Jeasl 
understand wiiat the rights, the In¬ 
terests or the desires of the workers 
are; If they did understand they would 
opisise them implacably. The <leniand 
of the Socialist is a demand for the 
natlonali/ation of 


hind and all 
other Instruments of proiluctlon and 
distribution. The party leaders will 
not hear of such a thiug. If you want 
to get an Idea how utterly destitute 
of sympathy with labor our ruling 
class Is, Just read the editorials lu the 
capitalist newspaiicrs at the time of 
the miners’ strike last year, or their 
comments on the Oshkosh and Pana 
strikes, or go back to the great Debs 
strike of ISSH. That will tell the story 
better than I can tell It. 

Or, Just Imagine w hat would happen 
In Congress if a true workingman ever 
did get a seat there and stood up to 
demand that workmen get the full 
value of the wealth they produce. The 
capitalists look with contempt on the 
interests of the working class. Thiuk 
what this means when the working 
class consists of forty-five millions 
of people, or nearly ninety per cent 
of the entire people of this nation! 
JAnd this vast number of people has 
not one true class representative In 
Congress, and It Is only occasionally 
that one gets into the legislatures. 

But the other class—the landlords, 
capitalists, the lawyers, bankers and 
the idle gentlemen—have the entire 
nuniher of members of Congress for 
their representatives. Is It at all 
strange that the Interests of the work¬ 
ers .are not considered at all? 

The capitalists and their hangers-on 
not only make the laws—they admin¬ 
ister them. Is It any wonder, then, 
that the laws are made and admlnls- 
tere<l in the interests of capitalism? 
And docs It not seem reasonable to 
suppose that if the laws were made 
and administered br the workers, that 
they would be made and administered 
to the advantage of labor? 

Well, my advice to you workers is, 
to send labor representatives to Con¬ 
gress and to the legislatures-you have 
plenty of votes to do It with. If you 
bave the manhood to stand together. 

Some of the old-style Trade Union¬ 
ists will tell you that there is no need 
for legislative Interference In labor 
matters. The Socialist does not ask 
for “legislative Interference,” he asks 
for govenimcnt by the people and for 
the people. 

The old-style unionists think that 
Trade Unionism is strong enough in 
Uaett to secure the rights of the- 
worker. This Is a great mistake. The 
utlglits of the worker are the whole 
of the produce of his labor.* Trade 
Cnloulsm only cannot secure that, but 
has never even tried to secure that. 
Tlie most that Trade Unionism has 
secured, or can ever hope to secure 
toT the workers. Is a comfortable 8ul>- 
«!«tonce wag#. They have not always 
secured even that much, and; when 
they have seebred It, the cost has been 
serious. For the great weapon of 
Unionisni is a strike, and a strike Is 
at best a bitter, a painful, and a costly 
thing. 

Do not think that I am opposed to 
Trade Unionism. It is a gc^ thing; 
U has long been the only defense of 
the workers against robbery and op¬ 
pression; were It not for the Trade 
Unionism of the post and of the pfte- 
•jut, the condition of the Industrial 
/Classes wotild be one of abject slav¬ 
ery. But Trade Unionism, .iHbougb 
some defense, is not sufficient defense. 

You must remember, also, that the 
employers have copied the methods of 
Trade Unionism. They have also or- 
. ganized and united, and In the future 
strikes will be n}ore terrible and more 
costly than ever. The capitalist Is the 
stronger. He holds the better strat¬ 
egic position. He can always outlast 
♦he worker, for the worker has to 
starve and see his children starve, and 
the capitalist never gets to that pass. 
Bosidea, capital Is more mobile than 
labcm .>A stroke of the pen will divert 
-wealth and trade from one end of the 
country to the other; but the workers 
Ahnot "move their forces so readily. 
,>pnB jiMCrerence between Socialism 
Unionism Is that whereas 
only marshal and arm 
whrKers'fbr a desperate trial of 
atAtaMhcc.'^maclAlism can get rid of the 
aiH)ltRliat‘'iraIbMether. 'The former 
helps you' to resist the enemy, the lat¬ 
ter destroys him. 


SECOND ATTE.MIT TO UNLOAD 
MEN. 

‘To Illustrate tlie cold-blooded ava¬ 
rice of this company It Is only ueces- 
saiy to say that last evening, while 
the dead lay lu Vlrden and the 
woundiKl suffering with pain and 
anguish, the officers of the company 
attempted to run in a iiortion of these 
Importetl laborers liy the Alton train, 
taking advantage of the fact that the 
national guard has disarmed and dls- 
perst'd the miners from the neighbor¬ 
hood. and tried to rim them into the 
stockade, uotwithstunding the fact 
that they knew I had given orders to 
Uiiptuin Craig, commanding, nut to al¬ 
low them to do so. 

“Captain Cniig promptly iireveiitinl 
them from dlseniharklug from the 
train their cargo of Importwl labor, 
and ill doing so obeytHl orders like a 
good .soldier. 

“However, a little later in the even¬ 
ing. I nnderstiind. a detachment of 
the guard entered other trains for the 
pnriHjse of searching the same, to see 
if there were ImiKirteil laborers on 
them. Tills act grew out of the zeal 
to do their duty well, as I had given 
no orders to search trains, and as 
soon ns I learned that such had been 
done. I iiistrueteil General Reece to 
advise Colonel A'oting. now command¬ 
ing, to not Interfere with the operation 
of the trains, nor to Invade them, but 
to only prevent the unloading of Im- 
porteil lalsirers. which unloading 
would at once bring about trouble. 

“Forty years ago siioh a thing as 
loekoiils or strikes were unknown In 
this eountrj-. At that time we were 
wholly an agricultural jieople and 
triidisl our ngricultnral. products Ifot 
manufactured articles abroad. Tlie 
sagacious Inisiiiess uiea saw In the 
Uniteil States a iirotltable field for 
nianufaeture, and under our system 
of protection we have grown to it one 
of the greatest munufaclr.rlng coun¬ 
tries on earth. In this growth and de¬ 
velopment. as oiir country becanie 
more densely populated, great labor 
centers grew up, as a result of great 
railroad centers and manufacturing 
conditions.' 

REASON FOR LOCKOUTS AND 
.STRIKES. 

“Finally, the question, which Is an 
old one In the old country, of the 
rights as between lalior and capital, 
iHieame an Issue, and strikes and lock¬ 
outs iH'gan. 

“AVitboiit discussing the question as 
to who is responsible, this condition 
resulted In the Importation of labor 
from abroad to take the places of the 
striking workingmen at home. This 
ImiiortiHl lalior brought to our coun¬ 
try an undesirable elnss. of citizens, 
the crlniinal and idle classes of Eu¬ 
rope, such citizens as were undesir¬ 
able at home and who were unable to 
secure (>raployment by reason of their 
criminal or worthless characters. Con¬ 
gress was, by public sentiment in op- 
|M>sltlon to this system, compelled to 
take up the question and pass a strict 
law prohibiting the further Importa¬ 
tion of labor to this country. 

“At that time there was no qur ’.lion 
as between the states. But the coun¬ 
try did not quit growing at that time 
and conditions have since changed, so 
It becomes necessary for the better 
clement of the laboring classes to have 
protection from the scalawag element 
of neighboring states, and as Illinois 
Is. and perhai>8 is destined to be. the 
storm center of such trouble for years 
to come, the necessity for affirmative 
action on the part of the executive has 
arisen In Illinois. 

“Believing, as I do, that the senti¬ 
ment of a great majority of the fair- 
minded people Ajf Illinois Is oiHtosed 
to having our state used as a dumping 
ground for the criminal and Idle 
elivses of other states, and for the 
further reason that If I were to allow 
this importation of lalior In these two 


milling centers others would foQM 
which would lead to the greatest iris 
lug troubles ever witnessed la Uk 
country. I have taken the posMet 
that tlibre shall be no further inipMi, 
atloii of InlNir into Illinois, and, Is 
stead of leaving the helpless mlntn 
to tlghi out the battle with corpoots. 
greed ,^vlth their armed assasslni, i 
propose to deal summarily with sad 
armies that may hereafter invade <« 
state. 

“Many good people, perhaps, ttiint 
I should have sent troops to Vtada 
before tills difficult}’ occurr^ Hid 
I done so I would have been nsinj the 
state as an agent to further the tales 
ests of the mine owners, as the no 
luent the troops had been lantM they 
would have dispersed the Idfamisns, 
and, of course, the avuriclteatae 
owners could have lauded hs- 
IHirliKl lalNir without difficultypQns 
aceoniplisliiiig their end.” 


The nation has had much diirlDgUi 
past few months to blind and to ts 
toxicate It. It has won an easy tIs 
tory over an effete and decrepit adTeiSs 
sary, in which no splendors of iadhifc 
uni heroism nor triumphs of iuit4 
skill—and lu these we may indnlge t 
Just pride—ought to blind our eye* ta 
the l.iet that we have had a very et^ i 
task against a very feeble foe. All 
now, with unexpected fruits of vicloij; 
in our hands, what, men are nskli^ 
an* we going to do with them? 

NnJ, rather, the solemn question te. 
wh;U are they going to do with n*! 
T'l>on what wild course of so-called 1» 
IH'rinllsm are they going to launch th 
peoiile.uianyof whom are dlzz}’ already 
with tbo dream of colonial gains, aid 
who expect to repeat In distant Ian|b 
some such history as our conquera 
enemy wrote long ago In blood and 
plunder in her colonies here and la 
South .America, 


\Ve have our Co* 
gn*s8 to direct this race for empitlt 
and our gaunt and physically wreclwl 
sons and brothers, by tens of tbo* 
sands, at home, to show us how they 
will do It!—Bishop Potter. 
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
